It is a wozke therfoze by him commaun⸗ 
ded, And r,we map well perceiue 
that nothing can moze pertaine to the gla⸗ 
rious pꝛaiſe of God almightie , than to 
loke downe from the thꝛone of his hea⸗ 
uenly maieſfie vpon poꝛe afflicted people, 
hanging onely vppon the hope of his inũ⸗ 
nite godneſſe, and accuſtomed merep, and 
to relieue them, that haue nothing elſe to 
tick vnto, as ayde, and comfo:t , but hys

Foz 
what made the gloꝛious name ol the God 
of Jacob ſo much to be redoubted amongſt 
all nations, as did his vnſpeakable mercy, 
wherwith he viſited the childꝛen of Ilrael, 
whan they were appꝛeſſed of the tyꝛan⸗ 
nous Egyptians, He heard their grones, 
their heartie payers pierced the miſtie 


clowdes , and came befoꝛe his pꝛeſence, 
they nic ended into the eares of his migh- 


rener

kie maieſtie, their dente grieles, and bſt- 
ter ſoꝛrowes were not hid from his know⸗ 
ledge, but obtayned moſt iuſt reuenge⸗ 
ment againſt the blinde, and obſfinate E⸗ 
gyptians, wherebp his name was moſt 
manifcffly gloꝛified. Fo2 many times he 
plagued with moſt ſharpe puniſhment the 
whole lande of Egypt ſoꝛ their lakes, with 


Frogs, Graſhoppers, Caterpillers, death, 


and deſtruction of the firſt boꝛne, and ſuch 
like, and at the laſt ouerwhelmed ell their 
chiualrie with the bluſtring ſtoꝛmes, and 
roꝛing rage ot the red Sea. The due con⸗ 
ſideration, and circumſpect animaduerſton 
of thys onely hyltozie will doubtlelle to 
euerie chꝛiſtian man, ledde with the ſpirite 
of God, and numbꝛed amongit the elect 
beſſels of ſaluation, ſufficiently erp:efſe 
the notable cefficacie of pꝛaper, on both 
partes, firſt both to bnderſfande the foꝛce 
in pꝛeuavling with Cod, and alſo the-glo- 
rious renoume of the Loꝛde his eternall 
mateſfie, thꝛough graunting the requeit 
of his poze people. Fo2 when his people, 
the childꝛen of Iſrael, were after much 
alllicion, trouble, and toꝛment , delpue⸗ 
red

red out of the lande of Egypt, and was 
going into the wpldernclle to ſerue the 
Lozd their Cod, Pharao, and all his hoſte, 
perſecuted them in all haſte, to bzing them 
againe into bondage, which would haue 
bene moꝛe grieuous, and ſoꝛrowfull, than 
pꝛeſent death vnto them. And when they 
were in ſuch caſe that pꝛeſently befoꝛe 
their faces was the red ſoming, and ro⸗ 
ring Seas, vpon their right handes high, 
ſfeepe, and craggie mountapnes, vpon the 
which they could not aſcend, and eſcape, 
vpon their left hande no refuge, but daun⸗ 
gerous, and deadly perilles, behinde their

Fo2 thoſe things, which belong to the bo⸗ 
die, are alwayes to be requeſted with a 
condition, that is, it they be not hurtfuil 
foz the ſoule, if it be Gods god pleaſure to 
graunt them, if it be foz the glozie of God 
to condiſcende to our requeſt. But ſuch 
things, as tende to the ſafegarde of the 
ſoule, to heauenly felicitie, to godly chari⸗ 
tie, with ſuch lyke, are to be deſired ſym⸗ 
ply without condition of bodily welth, oꝛ 
woꝛldly ſafety, Theſe things well conſide- 
red, we muſk obſerue theſe rules folows- 
ing, if we will obtayne our requeſtf. 


The ſixe rules, which muſt bee obſer- 
ued to obtaine our requeſts 
wythall.

ting God, there is none but J. And ſuch 


places there are to be founde a great num⸗ 
ber, which fo2 bꝛeuitie ſake 4 of purpoſe 
doe omitte, partly bicauſe of the rude, and 
ſimple peoples ſake, that they may the bet⸗ 
ter remember thele rules, and partly by- 
cauſe there is a notable treatiſe, againſt 
the woꝛſhipping , t inuocation of ſaintes, 
now extaunt, wherin this queſtion is ful⸗ 
lve debated, by John Veron, a wozthpe 
member ot the Church of Chꝛiſt. 

2 Secondly , we muſt poure out oure 
ſtpplications befoze God, in all humilitie, 
truſting fanonrably to be accepted onelp 
koꝛ the merites, x paſſion of Jeſus Chat, 
who is our onely ſatiſfaction, iuſtification, 
and righteouſneſſe befoze the Loꝛde, not 
fo2 the woꝛthineſſe of our owne wozkes, 
Foz Chꝛiſt Jeſus, when we were accur- 
ſed came downe from heauen to delpucr 
bs fromy 5 curſe whervnto al we were ſub-

Wheredpon Paule ſayth, ve àre ſaued by 
grace thꝛough fayth, and that not ol our 
ſelues, fo2 it is the gift of Cod, and com⸗ 
meth not ot wo2kes, leaſt any man ſhould 
boaſt. 

3 Thirdelp „they which pꝛelent them⸗ 
ſcites befoze God to requeſt any thing ol 
him, muſt call of all cruelty, violence, and 
oppzeſſiqn towardes other. Foz in Eſay.i. 
we read:When you ſhall ſtretch out pour 
handes, J will turne mine ctes from you, 
and when you ſhal multiply pour pꝛaiers, 
J will not heare pon, ſayth the Loꝛde. Fo2 
pour hands be full of bloud. Maſhe pour 
ſelues, and be cleane. They muſt put all 
vnmercifulneſle out of their mindes. Fo2 
in the. xxj.of the Pꝛonerbes, it is waitten : 
He that ſfoppeth his care at the cry of the 
poꝛe, ſhall cry himſelfe, and not be heard. 
This is plaine by the example of Laza⸗ 
rus, and the riche Glutton They muſt 
plucke out of their hartes all cnvpe , bar 
tred, malice, and diſſenſion, they muſt A 
foꝛgiue the faultes of their bꝛethꝛen. Fox 
Chꝛiſt ſapth: When ye rande to pꝛave 
O. iin. foꝛ⸗

koꝛgiue pour bꝛother, if pou haue anye 


thing againſt him. And in the ſixt of Ma⸗ 
thew, It pou foꝛgiue not, euen from the 
bottome of pour hart, neyther ſhall pour 
father which is in heauen fozgiue pon, 
Thep muſt be humble, and baniſhe away 
all pꝛide, oz diſdaine, oute of the cloſct of 
their minde. Foz Pſalme.5: :Anhumble 
and contrite heart, God will not deſpiſe, 
And Peter ſaith : God relilteth p pzowde, 
t giueth grace to the humble. Examples 
hereof be the pzowde Phariſey, and poze 


Publicane, in the goſpell. They muſt be 


ſure, ſtedfaſt, and conſtaunt in fapth. Foz 
it is ſaid: Let him aſke in fayth, doubting 
nothing. Iacob.io. They muſt with harty, 
ſincere, and true repentaunce, bewaple 
their ſmfull wickednefle, and wicked wil⸗ 
kulneſſe, and haue an earneſt deſire to ſet 
fo:th the gloꝛie of God, to liue in due obe⸗ 
dience to God, and his goſpell, to ſubuert 
the raging aſtections of the coꝛrupt fleſhe 


vnto the heauenly, pure, and angelicall 


motions of the ſpirite, they muſk be en- 
flamed with a feruencie of ſpirite,topned 
to continuance in ſupplication, and not

come with a colde hart, and a babling 
tongue. Foz Chꝛiſt doth chalenge the hart 
of man, and alſo his outward apperance, 
foz vnleſſe both hart and month agree ʒe⸗ 
loully in one kinde of wozſhip , it cannot 
be pleaſant vnto God noꝛ Chꝛiſt. Where- 
foꝛe it is ſapd of ſome, this people honoꝛeth 
me wtth their lips, but their hart is farre 
from me. Such God will ſpue out of hys 
mouth, and vtterlp refuſe them, Btefly 
thele rules mape be thus concluded, 
They, which minde to obtapne their re⸗ 
queſtes, when they yeelde bp their ſuppli⸗ 
cations , muſk direc the ſame to God, in 
the name of Chꝛiſt Jeſus, but ſo that 
they themſelues be in minde mercpkull, in 
manners milde, in loue charitable, in af- 
kection ampable, in fayth conſtant, in lyfe 
obedient, in ſpirite feruent, and in hart re⸗ 
pentaunt.
